The Swedish director of an international project on atomic security, Jan Nistad, who spent several years 
working in Lithuania, received a letter of apology from the US Department of Energy recently for its report 
"Most Dangerous Reactors." This report, based on data from 1993, described Ignalina as one of the world's most 


dangerous reactors which should be shut down. 
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
